far, however, before it was found to 
be beyond the resources of that gov- 
ernment, and the Dominion govern- 
ment tock over the work. Since then, 
—it is assumed,—there must be some 


difficulty in the adjustment of ithe ac- 


counts between the two governments, 
for many, if not all of the accounis 


incurred are still unsettled. This is to 


say the least unfortunate and a very 
undesirable condition of affairs. When 
services are rendered they should be 
paid for, and the mere fact! hat it 
is the government, and therefore sure 
pay in the end, is not enough. Peo- 
ple cannot live on prospects of even 
sure pay. f c 

But that is only,one part of the ques- 
tion. xvidently there is going to be 
a recurrence of the disease during the 
coming wicter. Already outbreaks 
are reported from many widely separ- 
ated districts. Prompt measures will 
have to be taken from time ‘to time 
to suppress these outbreaks, and as 
long as the accounts of last winter re- 
main unpaid the handg of the authr- 
ities are tied from! taking prompt and 
adequate measures. A dispute as io 
an adjustment of accounts cannot be 
allowed to stand in the way of the pub- 
tic safety. And yet that is the pres- 
ent and discreditable fact. This is not 
a case in which responsibility can be 
Shouldered from one government or 
department io another. Each gov- 
eroment is severally responsible and 
if one does not pay the other should. 
It is to be hoped there will be no trif]- 
ing with the disease, wherever or in 
whatever form it appears. And the 
first step towards dealing with it ef- 
fectually this winter is to settle, the ac- 
tounts incurred last winter.

SHEEP OR WOLVES. 

The effort to start a wollen mill at 
Edmonton develops the fact that the 
number of sheep in this district has 
been decreasing instead of increasing 
during several years past. To such an 
extent is this the case that Mr. Web- 
ster, of the proposed Edmonton wool- 
Jen mills, after bringing bis machinery 
here, finds it necessary to secure an 
increase in sheep rearing before he can 
expect to make a success of his mill. 
He is therefore bringing in several car- 
Joads of sheep for sale to farmers in 
the hope ef thus getting enough local 
wool to keep his proposed mill Zoing. 
No doubt one reason sheep have not 
increased in the district is because 
there has ‘been ro local miil to work 
up the wool into materia! suitable for 
farm wear. The outside market has 
been so unsatisfactory that the price 
received for wool did not make it 
wocih while to bother with the sheep. 
But sheep are valuable for the meat as 
well as for the wool, and would be kept 
for that reason if the circumstances 
admitted. The depredations of coy- 
ptes and the difficulty of preventing 
them are the principal reason why 
Sheep are not kept in the district. In 
the ranching country where they are 
kept in large bands a shepherd ‘with 
dogs watches them all the time. But 
in this district where each farmer 
can only bave a small band he can- 
not afford to keep a constant watch 
on them. Jt is cheaper to do without 
them. Small hands rupning at large 
through the parily wooded country are 
simply a pic-nic for the coyotes. Either 
the coyotes must be got rid of or sheep 
cannot be profitably reared in the dis- 
trict. The only feasible means of get- 
ting rid of the coyotes is by the offer 
of a substantial bounty. It may be 
said;° Why do not the farmers who 
lose their sheep and poultry make a 
business of hunting down the coyotes. 
The reason is the tame as that which 
prevents the farmer from herding his 
sheep. He has too many other things 
to do. It is cheaper for him individ- 
ually to do without sheep than to lose 
time either watching for or hunting 
Coybtes. But the country is a loser 
because we are growing coyotes instead 
of cheep. Some time ago the Norib- 
west government offered a bounty of 
50c a head. But this has heen with- 
drawn, and it was not large enough 
anyway. If the bounty were made a 
substantial amouni, say $1 or $1.50 a 
bead there sovld be an inducement for 
men used to bunting to clear out the 
coyotes, and so enable sheep td be 
profita»ly reared in smal! bands in 
this district. The cost to the govern- 
ment would trifling comyared with the 
damage which a very few coyotes 


can do. i

WINTER. 

Winter closed in with unexampied 
suddenness, and somewhat earlier than 
usual. On Thursday, Oct. 3l1st, flow- 
ers were in bloom in the gardens, on 
Friday snow was falling and on’ Sat- 
urday the river was running thick 
with ice. Fall plowing of course came 
to a full stop on Thursday night. The 
weather has not been very severe, but 
the contrast from what prevailed 
throughout October is very marked. 
Snow fell on Sunday night, and agai 
on Mionday night and during Tuesday. 
With the falling snow the weather be- 
came milder, and no doubt we will still 
have a great deal of fine weather be- 
fore Christmas, but summer operations 
are over for the season, and winter 
i§ on. . p 

Although ihe ground froze sudden- 
ly it js seldom that winter found the 
district so well prepared. There is a 
fair supply of hay off good quality. If 
the hay supply is at all lacking there is 
straw to burn, which fills its place to 
some extent. Grain was all either 
threshed or in the stack.

PUR MARKET. 


The McMillan Fur and Wool Com- 
pany’s circular of Oct. 10th hast the 
following regarding furs: 
| Fur bearing animals should not ibe 
trapped until the weather is cold ‘as 
their skins are unprime and of com- 
paratively litile value. [f allowed tto 
run another month or more yet it 
would be better for both trapper and 
ouyer. A few furs are coming jin. The 
only varieties of more than normal 
values during October are bear, beav- 
er, musk-rat and skunk. They are (all 
yet upprime. Bear, beaver and skunk 
grade No. 2 and 3; muskrat grade fall, 
All other kinds will grade very low un- 
til colder weather. Skunk become 
prime earlier than any other kind, and 
commence to grade prime in Novem- 
ber. Mink get prime next, and grade 
No. 1 after Thanksgiving Day, if the 
weather is cold. Muskrat do not ‘be- 
come fuily prime until early spring. 
Look out for bear. Summer and early 
fall caught grade No. 4 and “re vir- 
tually worthless. Prime furs are red 
or white on the flesh side; unprime 
are blue or black.

A MANITOBA VIEW 

OF PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY 


The Winnipeg Telegram of - recent 
issue discusses the mision of Hon. 
Messrs. Haultain and Sifton io Ot- 
tawa as fol'ows: 


“In the speech from, the throne ait 
the opening: of the legislature in 1900 
the expression is used, referring to an 
increase in ‘the anaual grant and ‘tola 
large specia] vote for public works that 
had just ‘een granted by, the Domin: 
ion, that these increases could only be 
looked upon ‘as affording a tempor- 
ary and partial amelioration of other- 
wise impossible financial conditions,” 
The fact seems to be that the ordinary 
revenue of the Territories has brought 
about “impossible financial condi- 
tions.” And this is the case despite 
the fact that the Territories now re- 
ceive from the Dominion assistance 
which, in proportion to population iis 
at least two and a half times as great 
as the assistance Manitoba receives. 
In the Territories the Dominion goy- 
ernment meets the expenses of police, 
of the administration of criminal jus- 
tice and nearly all of civil justice, of 
the lieutenant-governor’s office and of 
many other things and besides gives 
the legislature a direct’ grant which 
is larger in proportion to population 
than the whole of the grant given to 
Manitoba. In addition to these sour- 
ces of revenue the Territorial govern- 
ment impose local t.xes for school pur- 
poses and road improvements. If un- 
der these conditions the financial posi- 
tion is an impossible one, the relief is 
to be found in increased taxation, eith- 
er through municipal organizations or 
direct from the legislaiure, or in the 
borrowing of money on the credit of 
the country, which in iis turn would 
mean more taxafion to pay the inter 
est. But money cannot be borrowed 
or municipalities instituted until pro- 
vincial .autonomy is obtained. At 
present the legislature “has pretty 
well exhausted its powers” and the fin- 


ancial condition is so inadequate that 
new powers must be sought. 
“The question of how the financial 


needs of the districts concerned would 
be met under provincial autonomy is 
one of great interest. It is certain that 
the Dominion could not increase the 
present allowanses to that part of the 
country, Iodeed, it is cercain that the 
present allowances must be greaily 
curtailed since it would be unfair to 
the other provinces to discriminate as 
greatly as is now the: case im favpr Of 
the Territories. On account of the vast 
area and the cownparative sparseness 
of population we believe the other pro- 


of very liberal terms, but. it is hardly 
toa be expected that the cash disburse- 
ments from the Dominion treasury 
would continue to be! as large as they 
now are. Where then is the money, to 
come from? It must come out of the 
pockets of the people through some 
form of taxation. Pari of this taxation 
will go to the paying of current ex- 
penses and part toward the paying of 
interest on larger sums borrowed. The 
only other large source of income 
would be derived from the control of 
public lands. If the Territories suc- 
ceed in getting control of their public 
lands they would be placed ini a very 
good position. We think that ‘oth 
Manitoba and any new ‘province \ or 
provinces should be given this control. 
They would then “e on an equality 
with the other provinces. in any case, 
however, very largely increased local 
taxation is inevitable in the Territor- 
ies: The present condition of light 
taxation cannot possibly continue.” 


Two points are made clear by the 


Telegram’s remarks: One that the ex- 


perience of Manitoba has not! led the 


Telegram to ‘he belief that provincial 
power means easy provincial financing. 
The other that the Telegram, the or- 
gan of the provincial and Dominion 
conservative party “n Manitoba is dis- 
tinectly opposed not only to an ‘ncrease 
of the present grant from the 
federal treasu~y to ‘he Terri‘ories but 
even to 2 continuance of the present 
grant. ’ : 
This is a serious matter. If 
provincial powers only mean increased 
taxation, we do aot want provincial 
powers. If that is the experience tof 
Manitoba we shall require some better 
arrangement with ihe federal power 
than Manitoba has, or Manitoba’s 
experience will be ours. Against any 
such better arrangement the Telegram, 
no doubt speaking as the organ of the 
conservative party in Manitoba, has 
squarely set its face; and no doubt 
this beimz a western matter the lead 
of the party im Manitoba will be fol- 
lowed by that party im the other pro- 
The Telegram’s article is at 
notice to the Dominion govern- 
ment that if it chooses to refuse im- 
proved financial terms to the Terri- 
tories it will have) ihe support of the 
opposition; if indeed it is nov notice 
that the opposition will oppose any 
such arrangement. What the purpose 
of the Telegram is in taking such a 
position can only be surmised. It 
may be that it hopes by blocking bet- 
ter financial arrangements for the | 
Territories to create such dissatisfac- 
tion with existing conditions as_ to 
cause an agitation for annexation of 
part of the Territories to Manitdba, 
and thereby enable that province to 
approach the Dominion, for a 
and improved fira~cial arrangement 
Whatever the motive the fact remains, 
that the Telegram. is using its iniflu- | 
to hinder and not’ ta help the 
Terricories in securing a better fin- 
ancial arrangement with the Dominion 
whether with or without - provincial 
powers.
